THE TWO SUPERINTENDENTS OF 
ADVANCED REGISTRY. 





From An Address Delivered By E. M. 
Hastings Before the Maryland 
Holstein-Friesian Breeders’ 
Club, at Frederick, Md., 
February 20, 1913. 


The grand old man of the Holstein- 
Friesian Asociation is S. Hoxie, ori- 
ginator of the Advanced Registry sys- 
tem that has done more than any- 
thing else to give the Holstein-Frie- 
Sian breed its present standing and 
popularity. As Secretary of the 
Dutch Friesian Association and Edi- 
tor of the Herd Books published by 
that organization, Mr. Hoxie was en- 
gaged in missionary work valuable to 
the breed. In 1879, as the agent of 
the Unadilla Valley Stock Breeders’ 
Association, he selected in Holland an 
importation of cattle, and in later 
trips made for the same purpose, he 
took occasion to study the black and 
white breed on its native soil. He al- 
80 visited the islands of Jersey and 
Guernsey, and devoted considerable 
attention to the study of their cattle. 


Immediately after the organization of 
the Holstein-Friesian Association, he 
undertook to put on a_ permanent 
basis his plans for the establishment 
of an improved system of Advanced 
Registry. At that time it was design- 
ed that animals measuring up to cer- 
tain physical requirements in  con- 
formity with an established scale of 
points, should be admitted to the Ad- 
vanced Register. Inspectors had to 
be appointed to examine and deter- 
mine the eligibility of the animals en- 
tered for Advanced Registry. In ad- 
dition, the rules provided for the ad- 
mission of milking cows in accordance 
with a schedule of records, so that 
altogether the system was quite com- 
plicated and difficult to work out. The 
task confronting Mr. Hoxie was a 
formidable one, and in his efforts Mr. 
Hoxie was opposed by some who 
might have been expected to help in- 
stead of hinder; but resolutely and 
unfalteringly he persisted in the face 
of opposition and discouragement and 
carried through to a successful con- 
clusion the establishment of the splen- 
did system that will always stand as 
a monument to his genius and devo- 


tion. Mr. Hoxie wrought for the sake 
of the work. His heart and _ soui 
were devoted to the cause, and his 
was the kind of interest that distin- 
guishes every loyal worker. For 
much of the work that Mr. Hoxie did 
for the Association and the breed, he 
never received any financial remuner- 
ation, and during the twenty years 
that he filled the important office of 
Superintendent of Advanced Registry, 
his compensation was very inade- 
quate. It was, therefore, the more 
fitting that the organization, which he 
did so much to upbuild, should re- 
member him in his declining years, 
and vote him an annuity of $300.00, as 
was done in the meeting last June. 
The motion proposing this annual 
pension was enthusiastically received, 
and the vote was carried through 
with unanimous approval. It is only 
to be regretted that. this action was 
not taken earlier. Mr. Hoxie, still 
intellectually vigorous, is living with 
a son in Chicago. It is to be hoped 
that he may yet be spared for many 
years of continued usefulness. His 
name is intimately identified with

the free list; with the milk trust en- 
throned in New York City; with the 





imminence of competition with legal- 
ized colored oleomargarine; and now 
with a measure being smuggled 
through our legislature to place a 
special tax on commercial cattle 
feeds, it seems as though dairying 
must be considered a reprehensible 
business, something detrimental to the 
morals and general welfare of the 


.country that must be gradually elim- 


inated by unfriendly legislation and 
excessive taxation. 

Of course, we understand that with 
good roads and barge canals, and the 
accompanying graft, funds must be 
forthcoming from some source; but it 
does seem as though the price of 
commercial cattle feeds was now al- 
most prohibitive. It should be re- 
membered that it was the last feather 
that broke the camel’s back. In look- 
ing around for victims is it not a lit- 
tle strange that our statesmen should 
overlook the cold storage plants, 
that buy good eggs cheap and sell 
rotten eggs dear; the commission 
houses, that sell our farm products, 
pocket the proceeds and send us a 
bill for freight; our great life insur- 
ance companies, that build sky-scrap- 
ers in our great cities, and pay salaries 
to our legislators to lobby in their 
interests;—but it appears our states- 
men are afflicted with farsightedness, 
they can’t see the sky-scraper be- 
cause of its nearness, but they can 
see the dairymen, because he is so 
far away. Come, fellow farmers and 
dairymen, the remedy is to get nearer 
your legislative agents. Get in ac- 
tual touch with them. In legislative 
matters distance is dangerous, the 
sense of nearness is the only safety. 
Get next to ’em! 





From letters re-

The trouble seems to 
be in the use of terms. Some mis- 
understanding is difficult to avoid 
when dealing with a new idea, for the 
terms which we are often forced to 
use do not readily convey the new 
or different significance we attempt 
to give them. : 

Now, as we understand it, Regis- 
tration, in the Herd-Book sense of the 
term, is based on heredity, pure and 
simple. Advanced Registry, however, 
is not based upon inheritance, but 
upon individual merit. The progeny 
of an A. R. O. cow is not eligible to 
Advanced Registry. Each animal’s 
eligibility rests upon its own perfor- 
mance.

grades we have in mind something 
modeled along the lines of the Ad- 
vanced Registry system, greatly modi- 
fied and adapted to the new use, and 
not the Herd-Book system. However, 
we acknowledge that the term Ad- 
vanced Registry can not properly ap- 
ply to grade registration, because it 
is impossible to have an Advance 
Registry without a first or prior regis- 
try, and as we do not believe in a 
Herd-Book registry for grades, the 
term “registry” must be dropped as 
misleading. 

Our idea is merely keeping a rec- 
ord of the achievements of grade Hol- 
stein-Friesians, and awarding prizes 
for highest production. Our object 
would be simply and solely to stimu- 
late the purchase and use of pure- 
bred Holstein-Friesian _ sires. We 
would limit prizes, of course, to the 
daughters of pure-bred sires. Have 
we made ourselves plain? If we are 
understood, then the objection that 
“registration” would make grade 
bulls more valuable for breeding pur- 
poses, would not apply, for the regis- 
tration, or keeping of records of pro- 
duction, has nothing to do with grade 
bulls whatever. They could never be 
registered, or appear in the records 
kept, unless they took to giving milk 
and qualified. 


If anyone will take the trouble to 
read our editorial in the March 15th 
issue again, they must see that while 
we use the term “registry” we can 
have no other meaning than _ the 
keeping of records of dairy achieve- 
ments. Our reasoning and _  conclu- 
sions could not be deduced from any 
other application of the term. 

Now, we submit that any book in 
which records are kept becomes tech- 
nically a register, and entering records 
is registering, and, if we do the work 
systematically, we have a system of 
registration, which justifies our lan- 
guage, though we do not advocate 
registering grades in the ordinary 
or technical Herd-Book sense.

THE SECOND 30-LB. RECORD IN 
TOMPKINS COUNTY. 


By F. J. Marshall, Supervisor of Test. 

Glista Ernestine has just complet- 
ed a seven-day record of over 30 Ibs. 
of 80% butter. This is the second 
Holstein-Friesian cow owned by the 
New York State College of Agricul- 
ture, to make a seven-day record of 
over 30 Ibs. of butter. On February 
17th, Glista Ernestine gave birth to a 
fine bull calf which weighed 109 
pounds. Her age at the time of calv- 
ing was 4 years, 3 months and 5 days, 
she being only about two months 
older than Glista Cora, the cow that 
made over 30 pounds of butter a 
month previous. During the _ best 
seven consecutive days, she gave 
528.1 pounds of milk, containing 
24.309 pounds of butter fat. The aver- 
age test for the week was 4.6%, and 
the average number of pounds of 
milk was 75.4. The largest amount 
of milk produced in 24 hours’ was 
80.8 pounds. 

At the time of calving, Glista Er- 
nestine was not in a fleshy condition. 
Her udder was quite large and con- 
siderably caked. The test started on 
the seventh day from calving. While 
the conditions under which this cow 
made her record were very much the 
same as those under which Glista 
Cora made 30 pounds of butter, how- 


ever, there are some differences that 
should be noticed. For the first sev- 
en days of the test, Glista Ernestine 
came within .943 pounds of fat of 
producing 24 pounds. At this time 
the test ration was changed so that 
it consisted of 100 pounds of Ajax 
flakes, 50 pounds of wheat bran, 100 
pounds of ground oats, 100 pounds of ° 
oil meal, 100 pounds of buckwheat 
middlings and 150 pounds of cotton 
seed meal. This is the same as the 


ration fed Glista Cora, reported in 


last month’s Breeders’ Journal, ex- 
cept that instead of 60 pounds of cot- 
ton seed, we mixed in 150 pounds. 


After she was getting this ration 
for a few, days, Glista Ernestine in- 
creased from 70 pounds of milk per- 
day to 76 pounds. As the per cent 
of fat in the milk was nearly the 
same as when she was producing 70 
pounds, it is seen that the amount 
of fat was increased by an increas- 
ed production of milk and not by an 
increase in the test. It appears that 
the second ration was considerably 
better than the first. 

The largest ration that Glista Er- 
nestine received in a _ twenty-four 
hour period in the test was 24 pounds 
of grain, 45 pounds of mangels, 40 
pounds of silage and all the alfalfa 
hay she would eat.

Producer gas is not manufactured 


from sewage in London, nor is there 
any plant in practical operation in the 
United Kingdom for the production of 
such gas. London sewage has _ its 
main drainage outfalls at Barking and 
Crosness; the average daily quantity 
dealt with is about 260,000,000 gallons, 
while the total quantity of sludge col- 
lected at Barking and Crosness is 
over 2,500,000 tons, the average per- 
centage of moisture therein exceed- 
ing 90 per cent. The sludge is taken 
to sea in ships and deposited at the 
Barrow Deep over an area 5 to 10 
miles in length. Barrow Deep is 
practically open sea, being situated 
about 20 miles below Southend. More 
than 2,500 trips are made during the 
year, and the total cost of sending 
the sludge to sea is about 9 cents per 
ton.—Consular Reports.

ADVANCED REGISTER RULES BY 
A. G. C. C. 





Commencing April 1, 1913, the rules 
of the Advanced Register for Guern- 
seys regarding the period of testing 
each month will be as follows: 

The per cent of butter fat shall be 
determined by the Babcock test for 
one full day of 24 hours, or for two or 
more full and consecutive days of 24 
hours each, for every month during 
the yearly record. 

The owner shall at the time appli- 
cation is made, designate the number 
of days per month he wishes the test 





All animals under test 
on any farm shall be supervised for 
the same number of days and the 
published records shall show the 
number of days in each month the 
test was supervised. 

The supervisor shall be present at 
the regular milking preceding the be- 
ginning of the test period and shall 
satisfy himself that the cow is milk- 
ed dry at that time. He shall note 
the hour at which the milking ig 
made and the final milking on the 
test period must be made at the cor. 
responding hour on the last day of 
test. 

After such designation the number 
of days may be changed only with 
the permission of the secretary, a 60 
day notice of such request having 
been filed in writing with the secre- 
tary.

TESTING DAIRY PRODUCTS AT 
CORNELL COLLEGE OF 
AGRICULTURE. 


The Department of Dairy Industry 
is prepared to do a limited amount 
of testing of different kinds of dairy 
products. Any person in New York 
State may send samples to the depart- 
ment for any of the following tests, 
for which no charge will be made: 

(1) Butter, for moisture or salt 
tests, ocr to be scored for flavor and 
texture. 

(2) Cheese, for moisture test or to 
be scored for flavor and texture. 

(3) Milk or cream, for tests as to 
butter-fat, solids, or bacteria, or to 
be scored for flavor and _ general 
quality. : 

The department is receiving many 
requests from dairymen for one or 
more of the above tests and will be 
glad to accommodate other persons in 
the same way. With the _ present 
laws governing the composition of 
dairy products, and the city require 
ments for market milk, the need for 
careful testing is becoming increas- 
ingly necessary. 

Persons desiring to send samples 
should write to the department for 
directions regarding sampling and 
shipping. 





A FEDERAL COMMISSION TO IN- 
VESTIGATE AGRICULTURAL 
CREDIT SYSTEM. 





President Wilson today appointed 
a commission of seven men promin- 
ent in the agricultural field to con- 
duct in Europe an investigation of 
agricultural credit systems and Co- 
operative organizations among the 
farmers of those countries. 

The men appointed by President 
Wilson are: Senator Fletcher of 
Florida, President of the Southern 





“ 
Commercial Congress; Senator Gore, 
of Oklahoma, Chairman of the Sen- 


ate Agricultural Committee under the 
new Senate organization; Congress- 
man Moss, of Indiana, Chairman of 
the Agricultural Appropriation Com- 
mittee of the House; Dr. Clarence J. 
Owens, of Maryland, Managing Direc- 
tor of the Southern Commercial Con- 
gress, and formerly President of the 
Southeastern Agricultural College of 
Sabama; Kenyon L. Butterfield, of 
Massachusetts, President of Amherst 
College, and a leader in agricultural 
development work; Dr. John Lee 
Coulter, of Minnesota, the Govern- 
ment’s expert on agricultural statis- 
tics; and Col. Harvie Jordan, of 
Georgia, President of the Southern 
Cotton’ Growers’ Association, and 
former President of the National 
Farmers’ Congress. 

This Commission will co-operate 
with the American Commission on 
co-operative credit, organized by the 
Southern Commercial Congress, which 
will visit Europe this spring. Both 
Houses of Congress have approved 
the efforts of the Southern Commis- 
sion Congress and the action of Presi- 
dent Wilson today in appointing Gov- 
ernment Commissioners to co-operate 
with the Southern Commercial Con- 
gress’s Commission is the final step 
giving the American Commission the 
status of a semi-official body. Upon 
its return from Europe the Commis- 
sion is directed by Congress to sub- 
mit a report on agricultural co-opera- 
tion, particularly on co-operative 
credit systems. The Southern Com- 
mercial Congress now has all but 
twelve states, as well as four of the 
Canadian Provinces, represented on 
its Commission, so that it will be rep- 
resenative of the nation as well 
through the state delegates as through 
the Federal Commissioners. The sev- 
en men appointed today will represent 
the United States at the General As- 
sembly of the International Institute 
of Agriculture at Rome, Italy, next 
May. 
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PRESENT STATUS OF PURE-BRED 
LIVE STOCK. 


Prof. H. H. Wing concludes an ar- 
ticle in a College publication on the 
present status of pure-bred live stock 
as follows: “Pure-bred animals rep- 
resent the highest and best types of 
production in the irrespective breeds. 
In numbers they are still small but 
are rapidly increasing. There is no 
immediate prospect that the demand 
for such animals will decrease or that 
the business will be overdone. The 
breeding of pure-bred animals exerts 
a favorable influence on the live stock 
production and on the general agri- 
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culture of the country. Pure-breds 
are of great use in improving the com- 
mon stock through the production of 
grades by the use of pure-bred sires 
but are well worth breeding for their 
own sake from the standpoint of pro- 
duction, and lastly, no well educated 
farmer can afford to waste his time 
energy and skill in producing any 
other than well selected pure-bred 
registered animals.”
